VATICAN CITY — The selection of a Catholic 
editor as Poland’s designated prime minister has 
heartened Vatican officials, who described the move as 
a dramatic turning point for Eastern Europe’s most 
Catholic country. 

They said Tadeusz Mazowiecki, the Solidarity 
leader chosen Aug. 19 to form a government, was an 
old friend of Pope John Paul II. The two saw each 
other frequently when the pope was archbishop of 
Krakow, and when they met at the Vatican in 1987 the 
pope embraced Mazowiecki warmly, they said. 

“It’s a dramatic and important development. It 
certainly represents a turning point in the history of 
Poland,’’ said one Vatican official who deals with 
Polish affairs. 

He said the selection of Poland’s first non- 
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Vatican hails Poland’s choice for prime minister

FARGO, N.D. — Some 45 Native 
American Indians from the San Diego 
diocese were among the 2,000 to attend 
the annual Tekakwitha Conference Aug. 
2-6 at North Dakota State University. 
This year’s theme was ‘‘Walking the 
Sacred Circle With Jesus Christ.” 

It was the 50th anniversary of the 
founding of the conference, which has a 
national center in Great Falls, Mont., 
and the 50th annual meeting sponsored 
by the conference. 

Toddy. Yeats, a Kumeyaay tribe 
member representing the Barona Indian 
Mission in Lakeside, said the conference 
“‘made me realize we do walk in a sacred 
circle with Jesus Christ, by the way we 
treat each other in our daily lives.’’ 

The keynote speaker, a Vatican 
official, told the Native American 
Catholics that the Creator has always 
walked with the American Indian people 
and their ancestors, and he urged them to 
claim their heritage. 

Cardinal Francis Arinze, head of the 
Pontifical Council for Interreligious 
Dialogue, said Christ was found ‘‘in the 
traditional sacred ways of Native 
Americans. The cultural roots of a people 
are of fundamental importance.”’ 

“*You have every right to strive to be 
who you are,’’ the cardinal emphasized. 
“It is only you who can articulate, who

government. Under the old regime, he said, there 
might well have been conflict over specific points of the 
legislation. 

The official said the church has had an indirect but 
important role in Poland’s democratization. The 
Polish church encouraged and observed last spring’s 
round-table talks that opened up the political process to 
opposition candidates. Local church leaders generally 
supported the Solidarity candidates in the June 
elections, which set the stage for Mazowiecki’s 
selection. 

“These were extremely important elections. This 
meant the regime, at least partially, recognized the 
sovereignty of the Polish nation. The pope has been 
insisting on this — in public and in private — for 
years,’’ said the official. 

The official cautioned that Poland’s new leaders are 
inexperienced and “‘are bound to make mistakes.’’

VISTA — To parishioners at St. 
Francis, Church, evangelization means 
moving the Good News from the pews to 
the streets, a jail, a soup kitchen and to 
homes. 

Since October, Thursday evenings 
have found John Clauder, full-time 
parish coordinator of evangelism, and 
other parishioners at a street fair 
“‘selling’’ the gospel message. 

Clauder evangelizes with his wife, 
Sandy, Tony and Kate Caserta, Ron and 
Rae Arnold and Glen Twillinger, a 
student at St. Francis Seminary. 

Their religious display outside a 
photography studio contrasts with the 
produce-laden tables and booths of 
handcrafted items that stretch some three 
blocks on East Vista Way. 

The St. Francis table features a box for 
prayer requests, free religious literature, 


small photos of Jesus, a welcoming letter 


from Msgr. Douglas Regin, pastor, and 
suckers for the children, Clauder told 
Southern Cross. 

This arrangement attracts people of all 
ages and backgrounds — teen-agers, 
grandparents, alcoholics, drug abusers 
and gang members, he said. ‘‘We love 
them in Jesus.”’ 

The parishioners show their love to 
interested street fair-goers by- sharing 
their faith, praying for the needs of those 
who ask and inviting them to church, 
Clauder explained. 

“‘We’re in the streets as Jesus was. It’s 
exciting to be out there,’’ he said. 

“*People that are hurting can’t believe 
the Good News is true,’’ Caserta said. He 
told of a former drug abuser and prison 
inmate who ‘‘was positive he was no 
good. I wouldn’t affirm him as a loser.’’

the man, observing his ‘‘skepticism 
change.’’ He remembered ‘‘God is love’’ 


and considered returning to church with 
his Catholic wife and children, he added. 

Clauder believes this form of 
evangelization is ’‘a wonderful presence 
to the city of Vista. We meet people of 
other faiths. ... Catholics are very proud 
we’re there,”’ he said. 

Msgr. Regin agrees. Although he 
noted no “‘tangible effects’’ of the project, 
he said a few have returned to practicing 
their faith and others have expressed 
interest in doing so. ‘“The people have 
begun to identify us,’’ he said.

Illegal abortion deaths 


Speaking of the abortion issue, I understand the pro- 
abortion people are circulating a scare story about the 
scores of women who are said to have died as a result of 
“‘back-alley’’ abortions prior to Roe vs. Wade. But the 
story seems to be made out of whole cloth, a yard wide. 

The claim is made that 5,000 to 10,000 women died 
each year from illegal abortions prior to 1973. 
According to Dr. John C. Willke, president of the 
National Right-to-Life Committee, who led a workshop 
entitled ‘“‘Back-Alley Abortions: Rumors and Realities’’ 
at the National Right-to-Life convention this year, the 
numbers are totally fabricated. He said that official 
government figures show only 39 women died from 
illegal abortions in 1972, the year before the Supreme 
Court struck down most state anti-abortion laws. Other 
statistics show deaths to be 250 in 1950, shrinking to 120 
by 1967. 

Each death is a tragedy, as Dr. Willke says, but those 
that occurred are infinitely fewer than the number 
claimed by the pro-abortion crowd. I’m afraid their 
story just doesn’t wash.

State needs long-range plans 


Governor Deukmejian and the Legislature are to be 
commended for putting together a budget that more 
fairly meets the needs of Californians. And it is 
especially commendable that they successfully 
negotiated a financial scheme for education and 
transportation in the process. 

The pathetic reality, however, is that this took a 
miracle, or what Assembly Speaker Willie Brown called 
“‘an awesome legislative achievement.’’ California is a 
magnificent ship adrift. What our elected leadership 
lacks is vision, the ability to see what things will be like 
10 years from now and plan, as historian James 
MacGregor Burns puts it, beyond one’s own ambition. 

A way to generate such a vision would be for the 
people of California to call for a moratorium on politics 
over the next year. Like the Year of Jubilee proclaimed 
in the 25th chapter of the Book of Leviticus, no bills 
would be introduced or passed during the next 
legislative session, except for those that formulate the 
budget. And the budget would be developed and 
adopted only after eight months of study, debate and 
planning. 

That long-range planning process would commence, 
if my proposal is accepted, on Sept. 16, immediately 
following the close of the 1989 legislative session, and 
extend until June 30, 1990. Campaigns for state political 
offices would not be allowed to begin until July 1, 1990. 

All Californians would be invited to participate in the 
debate about the shaping of our future. Legislators and 
the governor would go out into the communities and 
listen to the people. 

With all due respect to the many conscientious 
legislators of both parties and in both houses, what goes 
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on in Sacramento year after year is absolutely insane. 
Since January 1989, 4,559 pieces of legislation have 


been introduced and hundreds of them were 
restructured with countless. amendments. That’s 
ridiculous! No legislator can keep track of the bills, let 
alone understand them and how they all fit together. 
This is essential for the responsible development of 
public policy. : 

What is worse is that their overriding concern and 
preoccupation is not principled law-making, but getting 
elected the next time around. This is commercialized 
politics marketed for an increasingly disconnected 
electorate of consumers. 

The newly-framed abortion question could provide a 
marvelous opportunity to reconnect the electorate and 
involve them in the vigorous public debate that is the 
stuff of democracy... But, because of the 
commercialization of politics and the lack of vision, what 
the campaigns of 1990 promise is a thoughtless and 
fruitless exchange of loud and angry slogans, playing for 
the polarized crowds. | 

That’s the way things will go, unless and until we the 
people start taking responsibility for our future and stop 
leaving politics to the politicians. We must re- 
enfranchise ourselves in the knowledge and _ skills 
necessary for effective leadership.

Embryos are not property 


During the week of April 16, Planned Parenthood 
published a letter to President Bush in many newspapers 
throughout the country (see, e.g., The New York Times, 
April 21). Planned Parenthood urged readers to send 
copies of this letter, personally signed, to President 
Bush. 

The third paragraph of the printed letter from 
Planned Parenthood states: ‘‘...(A)n undeviating 


majority in this country believe that ultimately only one ” 


person is entitled to say when an abortion is necessary — 
the woman concerned.”’ 


Planned Parenthood is representative of a pro-choice . 


mentality in this country which clearly views the 
fetus/embryo as property, owned as it were by ‘‘the 
woman concerned.”’ 

This same mentality can be seen in an extremely 
important case in Tennessee involving Mary Sue Davis, 
28, and her divorced husband, Junior Lewis Davis, 30. 

During the time of their nine-year-old marriage, the 
Davises had seven embyos frozen, ova from Mrs. Davis 
and Sperm from Mr. Davis. 


At this point, after the divorce, Mrs. Davis insists that 
the embryos are living and that the case involves custody 
issues and questions related to a ‘“‘woman’s right to 
choose whether to bring a pregnancy to term.’ . 

The trial is scheduled for August 1989 and clearly 
represents the same problem noted in the letter by 
Planned Parenthood: the embryo is involved in 
““custody issues,’’ and is viewed as property owned by 
CE WOMANT A harcore ais ia g 

This viewpoint raises several moral issues: When does 
life begin? Should an embryo be treated as property? 
Should an embryo be treated as potential life? Should an 
embryo be treated as life? 

In this particular case, Mr. Davis does not want his 
wife to bear a child, using the embryos after they are 
divorced. Mrs. Davis comments, “‘I personally see the 
embryo as a living thing and I think I have more rights 


as the mother.’’ 


Mr. Davis’ lawyer believes that he ‘‘...should retain 
the absolute right to decide whether or not he will 
become a parent.”’ i 

Here again, the embryo is not being viewed as 
offspring but as property of either the husband or wife 
and they have sole rights to determine whether or not 
this fetus should be allowed to come to term. 

In. this light, I believe that the statement of the 
instruction is quite pertinent: ‘‘Every human being is to 
be respected for him/herself, and cannot be reduced in 
worth to a pure and simple instrument for the advantage 
of, others.”’ 

The embryo must be respected for its biologically 
human quality. While it might be possible to argue 
philosophically about the personhood of the preembryo, 
it is not possible to argue about the human quality of this 
preembryo. 

The preembryo has potential to become a person and 
this fact should never be threatened in any way. By its 
very nature, freezing embryos (cryopreservation) 
certainly is essentially deleterious to the welfare and 
dignity owed to this ‘‘gift.’”’ 

The preembryo is a member of the human 
community and this fact must always be honored and 
respected. 

It is morally imperative that profound value be 
attached to all stages of humanity, whatever the stage of 
the life cycle. 

Treating the embryo or fetus as property does not 
respect this value and should be a perspective that 
warrants critical review and correction.

can formulate who you are.”’ 

Cardinal Arinze complimented Native 
Americans on their spiritual gifts, which 
include ‘‘self-deprivation and fasting, a 
sense of the sacred and a view of authority 
as a holy trust from God.’’ He stressed 
that the Gospel does not ‘‘despoil what is 
good in a culture,’’ but rather ‘‘elevates 
and transforms it.’’ 

Sister Mary Yarger, CPPS, principal 
at the Pala Indian Mission School and a 
Luiseno Indian who was part of the 
enterage from San Diego that 
participated in the conference, said she 
found the cardinal’s message ‘“‘very 
exciting.”’ 

‘*He spoke about using tribal culture in 
the! liturgies of the Catholic Church. 
When we see someone of such high rank 
doing things that we would like to do, it 
confirms our wishes that it (integrating 
tribal culture) is acceptable.’’ 

Cardinal Arinze urged the Tekakwitha 
Conference participants to develop more 
Native American leadership within the 
church, noting there are already two 
U.S. Native American bishops — 
Coadjutor Bishop Donald E. Pelotte of 
Gallup, N.M., and Bishop Charles J. 
Chaput of Rapid City, S.D. 

Yeats told Southern Cross she felt the 
conference is important to the Native 
American community because it builds 
unity and strength. 

Various area caucuses discussed 
implementation of the Tekakwitha Vision 
Statement, developed during the 1988 

annual conference, in Native American 
Catholic communities throughout North 
America. 


Anthony Pico, chairman of the Viejas 
Indian Band Mission in San Diego and 
member of the national Tekekwitha 
conference board of directors, said ‘“The 
overall objective of the board (through the 
national conference) is to empower 
Indian people to take responsibility for 
their spirituality and to promote the 
canonization of Kateri Tekekwitha.’”’ 

This can be done, he said, through 
catechetical programs — ‘‘so Native 
Americans can teach their own children to 
integrate the symbolisms (of the Indian 
culture) within the Catholic Church and 
the Mass.”’

‘“But they have potential talents to lead 
and rule the country. We are praying for 
them,’’ he said. He added that Western 
economic aid will be essential to their 
success. 

The pope, the official said, has followed 
the events ‘‘closely but privately — he’s 
been careful not to be seen as intruding.”’ 

During a flight to Santiago de 
Compostela, Spain, the pope called the 
formation of the new Polish government 
‘*a step forward.’’ 

Having a non-communist government 
in Poland is ‘‘a very important event,”’ 
the pope said on the plane Aug. 19: 
‘‘That which has been done. is very 
important.”’ 


Polish church leaders had a visible role ' 


in the events surrounding Mazowiecki’s 
rise to power. Poland’s primate, Cardinal 
Jozef Glemp of Gniezno and Warsaw, 
met with the president, Gen. Wojciech 
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Jaruzelski, shortly before Jaruzelski 
nominated Mazowiecki. 

After he was informed of the decision, 
Mazowiecki’s first visit was to Cardinal 
Glemp’s residence. The next day, 
Mazowiecki attended Mass in Gdansk, 
where the local bishop introduced him to 
an overflow crowd outside. 

A Polish Vatican source, reflecting on 
the sudden political turn in his homeland, 
said: ‘‘It seems difficult to imagine a 
prime minister wearing on his lapel a 
Solidarity button and another of the 
Madonna of Czestochowa. But at this 
point, it’s just as hard to imagine a prime 


.Minister wearing a Communist Party 


pin.”’ 

Another Vatican official said that while 
there were risks involved in such swift 
political change, he doubted whether the 
Soviet Union would interfere. In 1981, 
after Soviet pressure, Polish troops were 
used to crush the Solidarity movement. 


Cardinal 
praises 
Italians

SAN FRANCISCO — Cardinal 
Salvatore Pappalardo, Archbishop of 
Palermo, Sicily, made an official visit to 
San Francisco recently. 

As he celebrated Mass before a large 
crowd at Sts. Peter and Paul Italian 
Church, the cardinal paid tribute to the 
Italian people for being ‘“‘very big 
workers. Everybody knows what good 
workers have been the Italian people.’ 
His homily also paid tribute to 
Archbishop John Quinn of San Francisco 
as the ‘‘shepherd, pastor, to all in this 
town who are called and live as 
Catholics.”’ 

The Mass followed a daylong series of 
events which included an interview with 
L’ Italo-Americano Area Director Frank 
Ruffino who presented the cardinal with a 
medallion and proclamation from San 
Diego County’s Board of Supervisors 
welcoming him to California, a helicopter 
ride over San Francisco Bay and a special 
visit to Fisherman’s Wharf Chapel where 
he led a blessing for all the fishermen who 
have lost their lives at sea. (The chapel 
was dedicated in their honor.) 

That evening’s dinner reception, which 
was attended by Mayor Art Agnos, 
included presentations by state Senator 
Milton Marks; Joseph Alioto, former 
mayor and president of the Madonna Del 
Lume Society; and Ruffino who served as 
San Diego County emissary and 
presented the cardinal with a check for the 
orphanage of Palermo on behalf of the 
Sicilia Culturale Society. 

The cardinal also received 
proclamations from Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown and Supervisor Angela 
Alioto, two memorial plaques and various 
artifacts and souvenirs. Agnos presented 
him with a city proclamation. 

In his homily, Cardinal Pappalardo 
urged the Italian people to “‘balance the 
deep amount of evil that is in this world 
— this evil that is also in Italy and Sicily. 
Many people think all Italy and all Sicily 
is tainted. You must show that this is not 
true. Give to the world this 
demonstration that the Italian people are 
a good people. ’’

on rites 
for blacks

WASHINGTON — Since Father 
George A. Stallings established the Imani 
Temple in early July, the debate over how 
to best meet the spiritual and educational 
needs of African-American Catholics has 
continued unabated. 

The most recent entrants into the 
debate were two of the United States’ 
African-American bishops and_ the 
National Office for Black Catholics. 

Cleveland Auxiliary Bishop James P. 
Lyke, one of the black bishopsin the United 
States, said Father Stallings’ decision to 

. establish Imani Temple may be ‘‘a decision 
in conscience,’’ but the Washington priest 
would have to accept the ‘‘necessary 
consequences’’ if that decision disrupts 
church unity. 

‘‘We must respect his (Father 
Stallings’) conscience,’’ Bishop Lyke told 
an assembly of pastoral staffs in 
Cleveland’s African-American 
community Aug 14. But ‘“‘there are 
necessary consequences to a decision in 
conscience which threatens or disrupts the 
unity of the church.”’ 

Father Stallings, former evangelist for 
the Archdiocese of Washington, was 
suspended by Cardinal James A. Hickey 
of Washington after Imani Temple 
liturgies began July 2. 

Bishop Lyke challenged a number of 
issues raised by Father Stallings since the 
debate began this summer, including 
Father Stallings’ use of the word 
“‘catholic to describe Imani Temple,’’ the 
“‘strikingly non-collegial’? way Imani 
Temple was established “‘without prior 
formal and open consultation,’ and ‘‘the 
bold assertion that the church is a racist 
institution.’’ 

Father Stallings, Bishop Lyke said, 
“‘appears to conveniently forget that the 
church for decades and up to the present 
has worked with the black community”’ 
and cited the rising numbers of African- 
American bishops and diocesan offices for 
black Catholics in the past decade. 

Chicago Auxiliary Bishop Wilton D. 
Gregory, another black bishop, avoided 
referring to Father Stallings or Imani 
Temple by name in an Aug. 9 address at 
a Detroit liturgy conference. But he said 
“‘the events of the summer’’ are raising 
“‘some of the most profound and complex 
liturgical issues that Catholics have faced 
since the Second Vatican Council.’’ 

While he sees a “‘need to review’’ a 
possible African-American liturgical rite, 
Bishop Gregory said the bigger issue in

the discussion is ‘‘cultural  self- 
determination.”’ 

African-American Catholics, while 
maintaining “‘we belong in the heart of 
the church,’’ Bishop Gregory said, ‘‘do 
not yet feel that we truly are in the heart 
of the Catholic Church ... 

“If we are, indeed, in the heart of the 
church, then one must need a powerful 
stethoscope.”’ 

The Catholic Church, Bishop Gregory 
said, ‘‘is facing a complex moment in its 
history. We are part of a universal 
church, but we derive from many 
different cultures, and “‘liturgy is one 
obvious tool’’ for Catholics of any culture 
to proclaim their identity. 

“‘We know that many other ethnic, 
linguistic and cultural communities are 
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watching this summer’s drama with great 
interest because of its impact upon their 
own relationship with the church.”’ 

The National Office for Black Catholics 
on Aug. 6 designated Feb. 4, 1990, as a 
national day of prayer for the African- 
American community. 

The call came one day after Franciscan 
Father James Goode urged the national 
day of prayer during a meeting in Atlanta 
sponsored by the National Office for 
Black Catholics. 

“‘We as a people must come together 
and unite to build our communities and 
save our black families,’’ Father Goode 
said. ‘‘As African-American Catholics we 
must move beyond the Father George 
Stallings question and be the body of 
Christ in the black community.”’ 
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Operation 
Rescue 
denied use 
of churches 


LOS ANGELES — While the Los 
Angeles Catholic archdiocese continues to 
be supportive of Operation Rescue’s goals, 
it has declined to permit use of any of its 
facilities for rallies in conjunction with anti- 
abortion demonstrations scheduled in Los 
Angeles by the pro-life movement this 
month. 

Operation Rescue officials had 
requested permission to use a Catholic 
high school and two churches for rallies 
in August in the Los Angeles area. 

The action was taken, according to 
archdiocesan officials, because permits to 
conduct the rallies would result in 
violation of a court injunction issued in 
federal court by U.S. District Judge 
Wallace Tashima. Pending a trial, the 
temporary injunction forbids any activity 
by Operation Rescue that would result in 
further demonstrations. 

Use of any archdiocesan facility for 
planning purposes or rallies, since it is an 
illegal activity, could lead to cancellation 
of millions of dollars in insurance 
coverage for all 282 parishes in the Los 
Angeles archdiocese, archdiocesan officials 
explained. The archdiocese’s insurance 
underwriters have advised that all of the 
archdiocese’s insurance coverage would be 
null and void if the court injunction were to 
be violated. 

In a statement issued to clarify the Los 
Angeles archdiocese’s position regarding 
‘Operation Rescue,’’ Archbishop Roger 
Mahony has reaffirmed his strong support 
for the anti-abortion movement, while 
stressing it is an interdenominational 
movement and not sponsored by the 
Catholic Church. 

“‘Operation Rescue must be viewed as 
one of many important strategies to raise 
the level of awareness among all 
Americans to the tragedy of abortion and 
to work diligently to end the taking of 
innocent life,’’ Archbishop Mahony said. 

“*T encourage our Catholic community 
in the Los Angeles archdiocese to commit 
yourselves to the many pro-life activities 
available to you, and to take your active 
role in defending the right to life of each 
created human person,”’ he stressed. 

“Join with our brothers and sisters of 
other faith communities in these many 
efforts so that our commitment to the 
dignity of each human person can become 
ever more effective. 

“‘Operation Rescue is a grassroots, 
inter-denominational movement of men 
and women, who at great personal risk 
and sacrifice, are challenging the people 
of this nation to recognize the real and 
ugly fact of abortion and-to bring this self 
destructive taking of human life to a 
halt.”

LA MESA — Because of Sean 
Carroll’s efforts to be a part of history-in- 
the-making, the Mount Helix Nature 
Theatre, which includes the cross and 
amphitheater, is on its way to becoming a 
historical site. 

Carroll, a 12-year-old parishioner of 
St. Luke Church, El Cajon, is credited 
with taking the necessary action to 
preserve the East County landmark 
through research he did for a class 
assignment. The seventh-grader from 
Emerald Junior High in E] Cajon won the 
grand prize at the junior level in this 
year’s San Diego-Tijuana International 
History Fair for his research on the 
theater. 

Carroll chose the topic of preserving 
the Mount Helix Nature Theater for two 
reasons: the fact that a local atheist wants 
the landmark cross removed or altered 
and because ever since he can remember, 
“it’s been up there.’’ 

“‘T go up to enjoy the view. It’s history 
and is a part of all of us. I wouldn’t like it 
changed,”’ said Carroll. 

In his research, which included 
interviews of local people and visits to 
libraries, historical societies and 
museums, Carroll discovered that the 


upkeep of the cross does not come out of 
the taxpayers’ pocket (as local atheist

With the encouragement of Karna 
Webster, a local historian, the young boy 
took his research to the County Historic 
Site Board and nominated the 
amphitheater as a historical site. 


The board approved the nomination as —

Carroll told Southern Cross he is glad to ~ 


have done something for the community 
and would have fought just as hard for the 
theater’s preservation if there were not a 
cross atop the mountain. 

He knows the cross symbolizes many 
different things to people but when he 
sees a cross, he ‘‘thinks of Jesus and the 
people who have died. For me, it stands 
for the death of a person or religion. This 
cross is a part of our community history,”’ 
Carroll said. 

Although he said history is his best 
subject, his research took many hours and 
a lot of hard work to complete. Many 
times he wanted to quit but instead asked 
God for help. 

‘*He (Jesus) is who I can always talk to 
and is always there for me,”’ he said. 

Carroll feels he’s matured a lot since he 
began his project. ‘‘I know I can do more 
than I thought,’’ he said.

SAN DIEGO — Each spring baseball 
players are filled with optimism. 
Everyone enters training camp certain 
that this year all the little things will come 
together and the team will win big. 

In the fall, students feel those same 
hopes and expectations as they enter the 
new school year. Resolutions include, 
“This year, Dll keep up with my 
homework instead of falling behind,’’ or 
“‘T won’t get sent to the office even once.”’ 

Parents can help their students 
transform those good intentions into 
reality. You can’t do your third-grader’s 
homework, or take a high'school student’s 
biology test; however, you can establish a 
home atmosphere that fosters - 
achievement, and forge a working link 
between the home and the: school. 

First, and most important, set aside 
time for visiting you child’s school. Your 
presence speaks volumes about the value 
you place on education. When parents 
are frequently seen on campus, their 
children know that school is important. 

Every school needs parent 
participation. Find ways to take part in 
school activities, even if it means shifting 
your work schedule from time to time. 
Drive for a field trip, help supervise 


' students in the library or simply make a 


point of attending the school open house. 
Sadly, in many schools, the majority of 
parents don’t even show up for evening 
activities planned especially for them. 
Setting aside time to be physically 
present at your child’s school takes real 
effort, but there is no better way to 


establish face-to-face communication with 
your child’s teachers and the school staff. 
These people are responsible for the 


education and formation of your child. 


Personal contact develops the link 
between the home and the school, and 
that link is the foundation for increased 
achievement. 

Second, establish a regular time for 
doing homework. In many homes the 
nightly dialogue sounds like this: 

‘‘When are you going to do your 
homework?”’ 

“‘Later, Mom.”’ 

- **You said that two hours ago!”’ 
**O.K., as soon as this show is over.”’ 
Once you pick a time for homework, 

stick to it. Older students should help 
decide on a time. Plan to be available to 
supervise every night. If the homework is 
to be done in the living room at 7 p.m., be 
there at 6:55 p.m. to make -sure the 
student gets started on time. 

In the beginning, a parent may need to 
stay right there to help the student keep 
on task. As a child starts to develop study 
habits, less constant supervision is 
needed. Check every 20 minutes or so to 
be sure the student keeps working and to 
help with difficulties. 

Finally, if problems occur at school, the 
solution often lies in increasing 
communication between the home and 
the school. If your child’brings home a 
note about school problems, call 
immediately and schedule a visit as soon 
as possible. It is best if you can go in the 
next day — if you wait till next week, the 
child has often forgotten what the note 
was about.

Native American to be new 
principal at Pala school

PALA — San Antonio de Pala School 
will see some academic and 


administrative changes as‘ it welcomes 


Sister Mary Yarger, CPPS, as the new 
principal Sept. 5, the first day of school. 
Her appointment was effective July 1. 

Sister Yarger, a member of the Luiseno 
tribe, located in the Pala area, has taught 
at the mission school for the past. three 
years. She had previously taught two 
years at Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
School, Lakeside, four years at the former 
San. Luis Rey Academy, Oceanside, and 
five years at a Catholic high school in 
Phoenix, Ariz. : 

Sister Yarger said her goal is to- 
improve. and continue to develop the 
academics of the mission school and bring 
standards up to the potential of its 
students. 

Classes for students in grades 5-8 will 
become departmentalized. Changing 
classes is important for students because it 
will enable them to interact with several 
teachers and better prepare them for the 
transition into high school, she said. 

Sister Yarger said she will also begin 
implementation of a course on American 
Indian culture, particularly tribes found 


in the Pala area, such as the Luiseno and 
Cupeno. 

An inservice for the school’s teachers 
will be held in the fall to familiarize them 
with the history of the Native American 
tribes of the Pala area, she noted. Because 
there is not much written material, 
members of the community will be called 
upon to share with the teachers their 
knowledge of the cultures, she added. 

Members of the community will also be 
asked to help with the class itself by 
performing and teaching tribal dances, 
crafts and arts of the people, said Sister 


.Yarger. 


Although some 65 percent of the 
children at the Indian mission school are 
Native Americans, it accommodates all 
members of the community, Sister 
Yarger said. ‘‘Both cultures have to learn 
to accept each other,’’ she explained. 

By integrating the study of the 
American Indian into the school’s 
curriculum, Sister Yarger said she hopes 
the American Indian and non-Indian 
children will gain more respect for each 
other. 

‘*Catholic education in a religious and 
academic setting should bring out the best 
in each person,’’ said Sister Yarger. 

Fall enrollment is expected to remain 
between 170 and 180 students, she added.

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Archbishop calls for cease fire in Beirut 


LOS ANGELES — Stressing that a 
massive new offensive undertaken by 
Syria and Iran-supported forces threatens 
“the very survival of the Lebanese 
Christian community”’ in Beirut, Los 
Angeles Catholic Archbishop Roger 
Mahony has called on the world’s nations 
to seek a cease fire. 

His plea for an end to hostilities was 
made during a candle-light vigil and 
prayer service attended by several 
hundred members of Los Angeles’ 
Lebanese and Armenian communities 
(August 16) at the archdiocese’s 
headquarters. 

‘I join with the Lebanese peoples 
throughout the Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles in raising both fervent prayers 
and urgent pleas for an end to the fighting 
and a renewed search for a peaceful 
solution to some 14 years of civil war,”’ 
Archbishop Mahony stated. 

“‘The unbelievable loss of life, the 
thousands of injuries, the incalculable 
sufferings, and the widespread 
destruction which have ravaged Beirut 
over the years have now reached a 
crescendo of such proportions that only 
God’s grace can work the miracles now 
needed,’’ the archbishop stressed. 

‘‘Human pride and national selfishness 
have taken hold of the minds and hearts of 
so many who destroy both a land and a 
people,’’ he added. 

Archbishop Mahony echoes the words 
of Pope John Paul II who earlier had 
pleaded, ‘‘In the name of God, I turn to 
the Syrian authorities, asking them to 
stop the bombardment.”’ 

“Our Holy Father correctly refers to 
the latest combined attacks as ‘genocide’ 
on the part of Syrian leaders. It is clear, 
that for whatever political reasons, the 
Syrians appear to support the total 
annihilation of the Christian Lebanese 
peoples.

years has been explained as a need to 
guarantee their ‘own security.’ But 
finally, the truth of their real motives 
becomes so obvious,’” Archbishop 
Mahony said. 

‘‘The new combined forces involving 
various militias, Syria and Iran present a 
graver threat to peace and security in 
Lebanon — and to all the middle East — 
than any previous event over the years,”’ 
he stressed. 

“‘The entire international community, 
together with the United Nations, must 
take immediate steps to seek a cease fire 
and to pressure both Syria and Iran to 


back away from their announced 
intentions,’’ the archbishop urged. 


Archbishop Mahony, who serves as 
International Policy Committee 
chairman for the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, returned last month 
from a 10-day fact-finding trip (July 3-12) 
to Israel/Palestine, Syria, Lebanon and 
Egypt. 


The purpose of the visit was to gather 
information to be used in preparing a 
policy statement on the Middle East 
which will be presented to the NCCB’s 
semi-annual general meeting to be held in

One of the main findings of the trip was 
the realization, the archbishop reported, 
that ‘‘a very special moment of 
opportunity exists for peace in the Middle 
East with the right kind of support from 
the United States and the world 
community — and that moment should 
not be lost.”’ 

“Tt is our hope that the bishops’ 
statement will help nudge United States 
policy with respect to the Middle East in a 
constructive direction without being 
specific as to what that policy should be,”’ 
Archbishop Mahony said.
